POWELLTON, W. Va., Dee. 27.— 
— Sixteen men were killed and 43 
injured, five perhaps fatally, by an 
explosion today of a locomotive haul- 
ing a train in which 800 miners were 
riding to work. 

The terrific blast occurred just as 
the morning sun pee over the 
mountains into this little mining com-

the wreckage the dead and dying lay 
sprawled over an area of more than 
100 yards. 

The cries of the injured could be 
heard for considerable distance and 
families in near-by homes—some of 
whom bad just seen their men off to 
work—went rushing to the scene. 

The wreckage of the train clutter- 
ed the narrow right-of-way. making 
progress of rescuers difficult. 

Fifteen of the miners were killed 
almost instantly and a sixteenth died 
in a hospital late today.

1 Killed, 26 Wounded 
In Austo-Bavaria Riot 


FOURTH, Germany, Dec. 27.—(#)— 
One person was killed and nine oth- 
ers seriously wounded in a clash here 
tonight between Austrian storm troo 
ers and native farmers of Bavaria, in 
which 500 took part. 

The Austrians attacked Bavarians 
with knives and chairs and shouted, 
“Down with-Hitler.” 

The Bavarians hurled beer glasses 
and used knives and chairs as they 
shouted, “Out with the Austrians, 
down with Austria!“ 

Loeal police attempted ineffective- 
ly to halt the riots which originated 
in a cafe frequently visited by Aus- 
trian refuges and Austrian storm 
troopers who are encamped at near- 
by Aibling, which is 12 miles from 
the Austrian frontier. 

The trouble began when a Bavarian 
girl declined to dance with Austrians. 

Twenty-six in all were wounded.

Under the 1931 reorganization ‘act 
the present heads of the departments 
which are included in the projected 
mergers were legislated into office and 
it is presumed that a consolidation 
plan would legislate them out of of- 
fice. These include Entomologist Man- 
ning Yeomans, a son of Attorney- 
General Yeomans; Forester B. M. 
Lufburrow and Geologist Richard W. 
Smith, who was appointed by Gov- 
ernor Talmadge to succeed the late 
Dr. S. W. McCallie. 

Quite naturally these department 
heads, who either would lose their 
posts or be forced to be assistants in 
the merged offices, are expeeted to 
fight the consolidation plan as much 
as possible. Some of them might not 
even want to continue in the service 
of the state if their offices are abol- 
ished and secondary offices in the con- 
solidated departments set up for them. 

The “forestry crowd,” the name tn- 
der which the advocates of forestry 
and geological development are 
known, also are expected to combat 
any effort to eliminate the distinct 
identity of the departments in which 
they are interested. 

Governor Talmadge has kept his 
own counsel about both consolidations 
but it is apparent that the strongest 
advocates of the plan to set up a 
consolidated conservation department 
under the direction of Commissioner 
Cravey ‘are the strong Talmadgeites, 
giving the whole program an admin- 
istration flavor. 

Ano, it is most generally considered 
certain that if Commissioner Linder 
wants the entomolgy department un- 
der his wing the governor and the 
governor's friends will favor it. Lind- 
er, however, has been even more 
close-mouthed about his end of the 
plan than the governor and has never 
discussed the subject publicly. He has 
stated, however, that he will have 
nothing to say about his department 
and what changes he has in mind un- 
til after he takes office next week. 

It is the plan of those favoring the 
consolidations not to create any ad- 
ditional jobs or do anything that 
would cause additional expense to the 
state.

Elevation of Board Chair- 
man of Atlanta Reserve 
Bank to Governorship 
Virtually Assured. 


The election of Oscar Newton, pres- 
ent chairman of.the board and reserve 
agent, to the post of governor of the 
Atlanta Federal Reserve bank,, suc- 
ceeding the late Eugene R. Black, 
was said to be a certainty Thursday. 

It is generally expected that H. 
Warner Martin, of Atlanta, former 
president of the Lowry National bank, 
who served as assistant to Governor 


Black, will be advanced to the board 
chairmanship and the reserve agent’s 


post. 

The elections are expected to take 
place at the next regular meeting of 
the bank’s directors, set for Janu- 
ary 11. 

Atlanta and Washington informa- 
tio:. Thursday said Mr. Newton's elec- 
tion was a foregone conclusion and 
that his promotion was “highly ac- 
ceptable” to the federal reserve board 
in Washington. 

May Abolish Posts. 

There have been reports currenc 
in Washington that congress will seek 
to eliminate the post of chairman of 
the board and reserve agent at its 
coming session, but it is known Sen- 
ator Carter Glass, of Virginia, author 
of the federal reserve act, and others 
interested in the development of the 
banking system are opposed to such a 
change. So, if an attempt, to elimi- 
nate these officials is made, there 
no doubt will be a long battle in 
congress over it. Congress will be in 
session January 11, and it may be 
that the board will delay acting on 
Mr. Newton's successor until it is 
seen whether or not the office is to be 
retained.

PARIS, Dec. 27.—(#)—As long as 
he behaves himself, Leon Trotzky, ex- 
iled former communist leader, is as- 
sured of French shelter from the so- 
viet regime's stern campaign against 
its enemies. 


In the face of reports from Moscow 
that the once-powerful soviet official 
had been implicated in the plot to as- 
sassinate Sergei * reneh au- 
thorities said the arded Trotzk 
as the type of pol tica exile to whi 
France always has ~iven refuge. 

No complaint against Trotzky has 
been received from Moscow, it was 
said, but officials added that even if 
he were charged with a political crime, 
his extradition would not be allowed. 

The whereabouts of the former red 
commissar for * affairs and war 
remained secret was said to be 
living “a long distance from Paris.“ 
Secret service men were said to guard 
him day and night both for his own 

rotection and as a precaution against

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TROTZKY AGAIN IN NEWS 

Once more Leon Trotzky, for 
more than a decade and a half a 
thorn in the flesh not only to the 
bosses of soviet Russia but to the 
members as well of other European 
chancelleries, is in the news, this 
time as the result of charges ema- 
nating from Moscow that he is the 
brains behind an alleged effort to 
oust Dictator Stalin. 

According to the Kremlin au- 
thorities, the hand of Trotzky has 
been revealed as playing a leading 
part in the formation and subse- 
quent activities of a band of ter- 
rorists“ claimed to be responsible 
for the recent assassination of 
Sergei Kivoff, an official high in 
soviet councils. Already some 70 
or 80 men and women have been 
summarily executed and others 
have been turned over to military 
tribunals, practically assuring that 
they will receive the same treat- 
ment. 

Trotzky may or may not be in- 
volved in the plot, if one exists. 
Stalin and his cohorts have never 
failed to lay at least some of the 
blame at his doorstep when discon- 
tent has appeared in Russia, but in 
no instance have they presented any 
concrete evidence of the truthful- 
ness of their charges. it is prob- 
able that the use of ‘his name has 
been more in the attempt to camou- 
flage discontent in the ranks of the 
communists than as the result of 
the discovery of definite informa- 
tion of meddling on the part of 
the exiled former leader. 

It is clearly apparent that Trot- 
zky is “through” so far as the pos- 
session of any influence in commu- 
nist ranks or among the masses of 
the Russian people is concerned. 
While high in the councils of the 
soviets he proved himself to be a 
malcontent and trouble-maker and 
got himself thoroughly out of favor 
with every element before he was 
finally sent out of the country. Had 
it not been for the part he played 
in the overthrow of the Kerenski 
government, and the high positions 
he subsequently held in the com- 
munist government, he would prob- 
ably been given a long prison sen- 
tence or possibly been executed. 

For some time he has been living 
quietly in France, safe from depor- 
tation under the traditional French 
policy of providing haven for po- 
litical refugees from other coun- 
tries. He has not only been warned 
by the French government not to 
engage in political activities affect- 
ing conditions in that country or 
any other, but is being carefully 
watched by French secret agents 
and police. 

So while he undoubtedly would 
welcome an opportunity to engage 
in efforts that would bring about 
the downfall of his former associ- 
ates, that opportunity cannot rea- 
sonably be expected to exist, what 
with his lack of influence in Rus- 
sia and the careful manner in which 
the French government is keeping 
an eye on his activities. 

His present elevation to an im- 
portant position in the day’s news 
is more probably the result of an 
effort of the soviet high command 
to make it appear that outside in- 
fluences, and not internal discon- 
tent, are responsible for the dssas- 
sination of Kiroff and the reported 
plan against Stalin. It is a plan 
they have. followed before in the 
effort to cover up inhuman treat- 
ment of those who dared to ques- 
tion the commands of the group in 
charge in Moscow.

TRAGIC LOSS FROM FIREARMS 


The heavy loss of life in the bat- 
tle of Gettysburg is one of the 
tragic incidents of American his- 
tory. Both in the north and the 
south thousands of homes were 
blighted by casualties which every 
following generation has been right- 
ly taught to look upon as an out- 
Standing example of the folly of 
war. . 

And yet, according to a bulletin 
issued by the information service 
of the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company, the 3,155 deaths in the 
federal forces during that desperate. 
battle are exceeded each year in the 
United States by the deaths occa- 
sioned by the careless handling of 
firearms. The fact that the con- 
Siderably more than 3,000 who 
meet death in this manner each 
year include more than 600 chil- 
dren makes the loss all the more 
tragic. 

These tragedies, occurring in or 
about the home, on streets and 
highways and in the hunting fields, 
take the lives of 24 out of every 
million of the nation’s population 
each year. 

While the death rate from acci- 
dental shootings in the United 
States is 2.4 per 100,000, it is only 
0.2 per 100,000 in England and 
Wales and is less than one per cent 
in most of the major nations of 
Europe. 

Somewhat surprisingly the death 
rate from accidental gunshot 
wounds is highest in the farming 
population, rising in some states 
above 7 per 100,000, 

These deaths reach their peak 
during the hunting months of the 
winter when careless handling of 
guns result in many thousand deaths 
and serious wounds. A tragic phase 
of the hunting losses 
many of those killed are innocent 
bystanders who pay the penalty for 
the carelessness of others. 

There is no more amazing feature 


parent apathy to the tragic loss of 
life suffered each year through pre- 
ventable accidents which take a toll 
larger than the fatalities of war at 
which the people are aghast. 

AS a nation we deplore the loss 
on battlefields of the manhood from 
which would otherwise come lead- 
ers in every human pursuit, and yet 
we are apparently satisfied to sit by 
and do nothing to prevent still 
greater losses each year from pre- 
ventable accidents. 

We must come to a greater con- 
sciousness of the necessity for less 
haste and more care if we are to 
reduce the tragic losses in human 
life and limb that is depriving the 
nation each year of thousands of 
its most valuable citizens.

HEALTH TALKS

A FINE BOUNCING DEFICIENCY 
Every one knows what happens if 


an individual gets all the fresh air 
and pure water he needs but no food, 
or all the good food he needs but no 
water. 

Most people know that an individual 
who is deprived of fresh food, com- 
pelled to live on dried, salted, canned 
or stored provisions for.many weeks 
or months, is likely to suffer from 
scurvy. A limited number of persons 
through the south now have a vague 
idea that poor folk who have to sub- 
sist largely upon a monotonous diet of 
corn meal or white bread, molasses, 
Salt or smoked meat, tea and staple 
groceries, develop pellagra. That com- 
prises the sum of common knowledge 
of deficiency. 


Certain well defined health impair- 
ments are universally recognized as 
deficiency diseases. Among them are 
scurvy or scorbutus as physicians call 
it, due to deprivation of Vitamin C; 
rickets or rachitis, due to deprivation 
of Vitamin D; beriberi, polyneuritis or 
multiple neuritis. due to deprivation 
of Vitamin B. fellagra due to depriva- 
tion of Vitamin G; and xerophthal- 
mia, due to deprivation of Vitamin A. 

But having named these clearly de- 
fined deficiency diseases we have by 
no means surveyed the field of nu- 
tritional deficiency. We have merely 
observed the more familiar features 
Besides these salient points there are 
a far greater number of ill-defined 
functional disturbances or vague states 
of poor health or weakness which we 
are just beginning té recognize as 
manifestations of a partial vitamin 
deficiency. Indeed, the views of most 
authorities on nutrition indicate that 
most 1 who subsist largely on 
refined food suffer from hypovitamin- 
osis of one K e 
vitaminosis meaning disease or health 
impairment from insufficient vitam 


to maintain optimal or perfect health.

Exports for November increased to 
$194,901,000 compared with 5184, 
256,000 a year ago. They dropped 
sharply from October, however, when 
the figure stood at $206,492,000. 

Imports made a gain to $150,919,- 
000 in the, face of a usual seasonal 
decline of two per cent. In November 
1933, they were only $128,541,000.

Two kinds of substances that enable 
fish to change color or “blush,” which 
are produced by the nerves, were de- 
scribed by Dr. G. H. Parker, of Har- 
vard.

It immunized them all against the 
encephalitis. Most important from the 
medical. point of view, the new vac- 
cine had no apparent ill effects on 
the mice. 

The next steps are further animal 
experiments to make reasonably sure 
it may not harm human beings. Then 
the volunteers, who try it on their 


own bodies... 

Encephalitis, like infantile paraly- 
sis, attacks the brain and has numer 
ous “strains” of virus, each working 
a little differently. A vaccine to be 
useful must protect against them all. 

Indications that the new infantile 
paralysis vaccine does just this were 
shown in Dr. Brodie’s report. It has 
produced immunity already against 
several types of infantile paralysis 
virus. It must be tried against many 
more, Dr. Brodie said, before medicine 
can be sure of its universal protective

COLLEGES CHANGE | 
TO QUALITY IDEA 
FROM SHEER SIZE 


NEW YORK, Dec. 27.—( m- 
licated and widespread efforts to 

one students out of college, instead 
of Teindine in as many as possible, 
are being made by many-of the pri- 
vately endowed colleges, Dr. Robert L. 
Kelly, executive secretary of the As- 
sociation of American Colleges, dis- 
closed tonight. 

Dr. Kelly asserted that colleges are 
making a careful selection of students 
and are gving “12 or 15 kinds of 
tests’ to weed out! those not worth 
four years of higher education. 

“In the past,” he said, “it was the 
belief that every student should have 
the privilege of starting at kindergar- 
ten and going through to a Ph. D. 
without it’s costing him a cent. 

“But the colleges now feel that not 
by any means should all young people 
in this country go to college. A great 
majority ought not to go—and as a 
matter of fact, a great majority don’t. 

Many colleges, Dr. Kelly said, are 
now requiring certificates from indi- 
viduals—often their own alumni—as 
to the capacity of a student. Oberlin, 
which he described as “easily one of 
— best- colleges in America,” does 
this. 

“In California a student can’t get 
into college unless he is recommended 
by his high school, at Swarthmore no 
student is admitted who hasn't had 
an interview with some officer of the 
college—and usually has gone to 
Swarthmore to get it.” 

Dr. Kelly pointed out that still 
other colleges, such as Princeton, Vas- 
sar, and Wells College at Aurora, N. 
I., will admit only students in the 
upper tenth or seventh or quarter of 
their high school classes.

MAJORITY SATISFIED. 

Of 101 replies received by McKen- 
ney to a questionnaire on rules, 58 ex- 
pressed complete satisfaction with the 
1984 code, suggested a few minor 
changes and only 20 voiced dissatis- 
faction or urged drastic changes. 

Through a standing rules committee, 
of which Lou Little, of Columbia, is 
chairman, the coaches’ ‘association 
will convey the minority recommenda- 
tions to the national rules committee, 
meeting here in February or March. 
The proposed changes: 

1, Return goal posts to goal line. 

2. Allow incoming substitutes to 
communicate, 

3. Clarify rule on definition of when 
“forward progress” of player in pos- 
session of ball is stopped. 

4. Permit forward passing any- 
where behind scrimmage line. 

5. Compel umpire to notify coach 
when legal “time-outs” expire. 

6. Allow defensive team to advance 
recovered fumble. 

7. Allow any forward pass into end 
zone (except on fourth down) to be 
ruled as incompleted pass. 

PENALIZE PASSER. 

8. Apply penalty for second forward 
pass, during same play, to be in- 
flicted from spot of foul and not as 
spot of preceding down. 

9. Apply penalty for attempted lat- 
eral pass that results in forward pass 
from spot of foul, instead of spot of 
preceding down. 

The association is expected to in- 
dorse recommendations for clarifying 
the “forward progress” rule. It also 
is likely to approve proposals Nos. 8 
and 9, dealing with passing penalties. 
“T feel the game is open enough 
now and that we should not get furth- 
er away from the fundamentals of 
blocking and the use of the running 
game,” said Dana X. Bible, president 
of the coaches’ association, “It will 
cease to be football if we give the 
passing attack more leeway, I see no 
necessity, either, for changing our 
rules because of what the profession- 
als are doing. We should keep the 
rules which have proved to furnish 
more safeguards against injuries.”

Committee Is Planning 
Rules of Ethics for Hir- 
ing College Stars.

NEW YORK, Dec. 27.—(UP)— 

choes of a startling statement that 
$103,000 h been spent to purify 
college. athletics without accomplish- 
ing anything ba searcely stilled to- 
night when a mittee of five sat 
down at a big tal le to draft. the first 
national code of “commercial ethics” 
— the hire and keep of college ath- 

es. 


What a task confronted these five 
men! They were expected to battle 
through a morass of criticism and 
come out with a code of “ideals” for 
«| tomorrow's meeting of the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association. 
Criticism of subsidizing and recruit- 
ing dssailed these men from all an- 
gles. Today, for example, Dr. Howard 
J. Savage of the Carnegie Founda- 
tion, gave off a thundering blast at 
the sportsmanship brotherhood lunch- 
eon. He claimed that his organiza- 
tion had spent $103,000 in investigat- 
ing recruiting and subsidizing of col- 
lege athletes, but that conditions now 
were no better than in 1929 when 
the foundation issued its historie Bul- 
letin No. 23, slashing wholesale vio- 
lations of amateurism by colleges 
throughout the country in their effort 
to build gate attracting teams, par- 
ticularly in football. 

DEFINE “LEGITIMATE.” 
Also, at today’s round table of mem- 
bers of the N. C. A. A. and American 
Football Coaches’ Association, the 
whole problem of subsidizing and re- 
cruiting was aired without any an- 
swer. The boys were unable to ap- 
proach even a definition of “legiti- 
mate” hiring and providing for col- 
lege athletes. — 
Committeemen trying to evolve the 
code are Z. G. Clevenger, director of 
athletics at University of Indiana; Dr. 
D. A. Penick, Texas University; Pro- 
fessor Herman Diederichs, Cornell;
